FIUME, April 28. — (Associated 
Press.)—Gabriele d’Annunzio’s “for- 
eign office’ has given to the Associat- 
ed Press the text of a message which 
will be dropped from an aeroplane on 
the next council of premiers. D'An- 
nunzio planned to shower tho San 
Remo conference, but did not start 
soon enough. “The message reads: 

“The League of Fiume, a coalition 
of peopies oppressed and wronged by 
Anglo-Saxon hegemony.by the pseudo 
league of nations, and by the peace 
conference, has been constituted, 

@’Annunzio ts Chief. 

“Gabriele d’Annunzio, defender of 
Italy's eastward march, is its chief. 
He has already obtained the adherence 
of Ireland, Egypt, India, Persia, Afgh- 
anistan, the whole of Islam and the 
oppressed peoples of the imperialistic 
Belgrade government, including the 
Croats, Montenegrins, Albanians, Bul- 
gars and Macedonians. These will find 
at Fiume the spirit thgy lack to or- 
ganize a fight against their despots. 

“The league will combat the govern- 
ment Hungary, defiled by crimes, 
whcih is the shame of Europe, and of 
Turkey, coveted by rapacious merch- 
ants. In contrast to the pseudo league 
of nations, it will cause the rights of 
nationalities to prevail. 

Peoples Must Be Delivered. 

“The peoples enslaved by the British 
Empire and by the United States must 
be delivered. The Germans made 
subject by hateful governments, thirsty 
for vengeance must be restored to 
their country. The monstrous edifice 
Dbullt by the international banks over 
the bodies of ten millions must be 
destroyed.”

FIUME, April 28. — Associated 
Press.) —Gabriele d’Annunzio’s battery 
opened fire Monday evening on an 
Italian torpedo boat destroyer in the 
vicinity of Fiume. The shells, of 
which 20 were fired, fell one thousand 
yards in front of the course of the 
vessel. Thore were no casualties. 

The destroyer did not turn from 
her course and made its landing safe- 
ly. D'Annunzio’s action was in re- 
prisal for the complete blockade of his 
stronghold, orgered by General Cavig- 
lla. 

It seemed apparent that no effort 
was made to hit the destroyer, and 
that the firing on it was to intimidate

TRIESTE, April 28.—Tie blockade 
which Fiume is now undergoing, is 
admittedly the most severe to which 
it has been subjected. The communi- 
cations of the town have been com- 
pletely cut off, regular Italian troops 
tearing up sections of the railway and 
bringing up numbers of machine guns 
to guard the frontiers. Passage in and 
out of the city is absolutely forbidden, 
not even milk going in, and connection 
with the outside world by the sea route 
has been completely servered.

Buyers Showed Strong Disposi- 
tion to Pay Well for Pelts 
They Really Wanted

From the point of view of the high 
prices obtained, sea otter was easily 
the feature at the local fur sale yes- 
terday. The best of these skins, which 
are said by experienced fur men to be 
the rarest and most costly furs known 
| was purchased by a well-known local 
{firm for $1,300. The next best skin of 
| the three went tto an English buyer at 
| $1,026. The amaliest skin in the lot 
brought $625. By way of contrast, a 

collection of 187 skins known to the 
| fur trade as “golyaks,” hrought one 
jcent each, 

Also from the high-price viewpoint, 
Russian gables were second tin interest. 
The choicest of these skins command- 
ed $540 each. Russian ealble tails 
were taken at prices ranging from 
$3.10 to $3.20. The other “royal fur” 
—ermine—in the opinion of buyers 
| present furnished the weakest spot in 
;the day's sales. The purchase prices 
|for these skins began at 16 cents and 

ran up to $3.60. 
Bidding Good for Otter 

The morning session opened with the

Buyers were apparently wiliing to 
pay well for the pelts they really 
wanted, but otherwise there was a 
spirit of caution evident through most 
of the day. Yesterday's gales reached 
$675,000, which broug the grand 
total for three days to $2,125,000.

Zionists of Edmonton are rejoicing | 
in the news of the poseibility of thelr | 
return to their native Palest ne 
through the recent mandate of the 
supreme counci: at San Remo, which 
stipulates that Great Britain may pro- 
claim Palestine the national home of 
the Jews dispersed abroad for many 
years. 

The Edmonton Zionists received 
telegram Wednesday morning from 
Jewish headquarterg in Montreal pro- 
claiming Wednesday, May 5 a nat on- 
al holiday for Jews throughout Can- 
ada, on which day celebrat'ons of 
thankegiving, mass meetings in syna- 
gogues and appropr‘ate rejoicings will 
be held such as are compatible with 
the occasion and local cond'tions, Pre- 
parations are under way n Edmonton 
for the observance of this day in local 
synagogues and on Sunday May 39, 
there wi!l also be b'g mass meetings 
at which leading Zionists from New 
York and Winntpeg will speak. 

The procla'ming of Palestine to be 
the national homeland of the Jew!sh 
people, state local Zion'sts, ia the 
beginning of a new era to which ihe 
nat'on has been looking forward for 
the last 2,000 years. They expect, 
within a short time to bring back to 
Palestine a million Jews. Russian and 
Polish, who have been left desolate 
and destitute during the tast few 
years through pogroms and massa- 
cres, 

The recent mandate of the supreme 
council giv ng Britain the right to 
hand over Palestine to the Jews fs in 
pursuance of the Balfour agreement 
of 1917.

The «wo thousand guineas {s run 
over the Rowley mile at Newmarket 
and ts confined to three-year-old en- 
tre colts and fillfes foaled in 1917. 
Nominations chosed w.th 116 entries, 
In recent years the field has seldom 
much exceeded a dozen, big fields 
such as often go to the post for the 
derby being rare. Many great names 
in turf history are associated with this 
race but not many of its winners

The betting on the two thousand 
guineas race was: 
Tetratema 2 to 1, evens and out; 


Allenby 100 to 7; Paragon 8 to 1, 
Seventeen horses ran. 


The winner of the two thousand 
guineas, Major McCalmont's gray 
colt Tetratema by the Tetrarch out 
of Scotch Gift, was unbeaten as a 
two-year-old last season, wenning 
in easy fashion the five races he con- 
tested and a sum of over ten thou- 
sand pounds in stakes.

|German soldiers must be withdrawn) 
and replaced by a police farce of 10,000 
men. 

“I sald at San Remo,” M. Millerand

| fresh German territory. 

“The details of the treaty with Tur-

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Edmonton—The Place Where 
The Spuds Cony From. 


Edmonton is getting into the 
limelight 4s a potato centre. A 
Washington buyer is reported pay- 
ing $3.90 per bushel for a consign- 
ment of ten car loads, while as 
high as $4.50 per bushel has been 
paid for selected seed spuds sent 
in car lots to Montana, North 
Dakota and Duluth. 

Trere is a fly in the ointment, of 


course. The local householder 
whose bin is empty is either doing 
without potatoes or paying a price 
that makes him wince. He may, 
however, get some consolation 
when he speculates as to the price 
people across the line will have to 
pay for the potatoes which the 
dealers are taking from here at 
such fancy figures. 

The important point is, however, 
that Edmonton is being put on the 
map as a place where potatoes are 
to be got even when they cannot 
be got anywhere else. The state 
of Washington is about the last 
place on the continent that would 
be expected to find itself short of 
tubers. When they are not in 
visible supply there it is useless 
to look in most other parts. And 
Washington, having eaten and ex- 
ported its crop, is now drawing 
upon Edmonton for the summer 
supply. 

These outgoing carloads of 
potatoes, while they are bringing 
money to the grower and dealer 
in this district and city, will also 
bring a’ new significance to both 
city and district in the minds of 
people in the northern and west- 
ern states. In exporting potatoes, 
at a time of continent wide scar- 
city, we are also exporting con- 
vineing proof of the fertility of 
our soil and the favorableness of 
our climate. The potato is the 
unanswerable argument; whether 
addressed to the ignorant or the 
critical. 

Edmonton will hereafter be 
counted among the ‘‘spud’’ cen- 
tres of the continent, in a way that 
it has never been considered be- 
fore. That will help to broaden 
our market, and make for a per- 
manent demand and stable prices 
for potatoes grown in this dis- 
trict. 

But the inference will probably 
be of more value than the direct 
result. Where potatoes can be 
grown and are grown, of good 
quality and in large quantity, in 
seasons not generally favorable, it 
does not require labored reasoning 
to persuade an intelligent being 
that other equally desirable and 
necessary things can be also pro- 
duced. The Edmonton potato in 
Washington and Montana and 
Dakota will not be only an argu- 
ment for Edmonton as a potato 
centre, but of the Edmonton dis- 


trict as a wheat country, and aj 


cattle country, and a general farm- 
ing country. The result of these 
large shipments, under the prevail- 
ing condition of general scarcity, 
must be to gain attention for Ed- 
monton and the Edmonton coun- 
try in the minds of influential 
people who are interested in other 
branches of agriculture, and lends 
help to stimulate the movement 
of enterprising farmers from the 
border states to this province. 
Locally the high prices, which 


are indicated rather than created | 


by these export purchases, will 
work in two directions for the ex- 
tension of the potato growing in- 
dustry, The grower who is gell- 
ing his last year’s crop at three 
dollars per bushel or more will find 
very substantial reasons why he 
should grow potatoes in future. 
And the householder, in town or 
tountry, who is short the domestic 
supply and has to pay the prevail- 
ing prices is pretty likely to con- 
elude that it will pay him to plant 
potatoes next month on whatever 
land he has available and is able 
to plant and cultivate. If three 
or four dollars per bushel will not 
stimulate potato-growing in a dic-

TAX-PAYERS WAKING UP 
Regina Leader:— 


A suggestion advanced by The 
Leader some time ago is now bearing 
fruit and taking definite form in the 
organization of the City Ratepayers’ 
Central Executive, a body representa- 
tive of the eeveral district ratepayers’ 
astociations in this city. 

The fact has been recognized that 
the older of these ratepayers’ asso- 
clations have done good work In 
arousing a livelier interest among the 
people in matters of civic concern and 
administration, The result has been 
the formation of no less than four or 
five district associations, each of 
which pays special attention to muni- 
cipal matters as they directly affect 
their particular section of the city. 

The work of these associations ts, of 
cours, largely sectiunal, and only in a 
general way have they dealt with 
those larger questions which affect the 
whole bodies of rutcpayers in the city. 
There was a certain element of dan- 
ger in such a situation, that ono sec 
tion of the city might be found work- 
‘ng for some purely selfish objéct ir- 
respective of the effect on other sec- 
tions and the welfare of all. But the 
giving of consideration to the smaller 
and more local matters which came 
before these district associations, goon 
forced recognition of the great need 
and opportunity which existed for 
united action by the ratepayers in re- 
gard to larger city-wide Issues. 

The formation of the City Rate- 
payers’ Central Executive not only 
provides @ necessury safeguard 
against purely sectional interests be- 
ing made paramount to the general 
good but it also creates the necessary 
machinery for the giving of consider- 
ution and taking of action fn relation 
to questions of policy affecting the 
citizenship at large.

}new era in her industrial history. The 


British Government ig financially in- 
terested in the Anglo-Persian Oil 
Company, which is exploiting the old 
fields near the head of the Persian 
Gulf and it fg a matter of congratu- 
lation that their development had 
procecded so far as to enable the nuvy 
and the railways in India during the 
war to draw invaluable supplies of oll 
from this source. 

Historically speaking the English 
are no newcomers in Persia. Eliza- 
bethan edventurers traded in the gnif, 
and in 1561 Anthony Jenkinson ar- 
rived in Persia with a letter from 
Queen Fliizabeth to the Shah, solicit- 
ing freedom of “tranque and com- 
merce for English inerchants.” In 
1598 Robert Shirley, an English gen- 
tleman, visited the Court of the great 
Shah Abbas, and being cordially wel- 
comed ultimately made his home 
there. On two occas'ons he actually 
became the Shah’s ambassador to the 
Court of James I.
